details of the even were forthcom- 
ing from the household of Mrs. 
Lindbergh's parents. 
Ambassador 


and Mrs. Dwight W. Morrow ex- 
cept the statement that mother 
and baby were resting comfort- 
ably. 


News of the arrival of the Lind- 


bergh heir spread rapidly to all 
parts of the country and to for- 
eign shores and within a short 
time a parade of messengers with 
congratulatory messages and bear- 
ing flowers began to arrive at the 
Morrow home. Radio stations in- 
terrupted their programs to broad- 
cast news of the event which has 
been awaited with lively interest 
for several weeks. 


A name had not been announc- 


ed for the new arrival but Char- 
les A. Lindbergh, Jr., for 
his 


father or Dwight Morrow Lind- 
bergh after his grandfather were 
mentioned as probable choices. 
Preparations which 
had 
been 


made for Mrs. Lindbergh's recep-

A roll call today on the pending 


measure was assured by an unan- 
imous consent agreement entered 
into last week. It had already been 
passed by the house and with the 
senate voting its approval it would 
go to conference as it was consider- 
ably modified by the senate com- 
mittee. 


In vigorous fashion. 
President 


Hoover set forth his objections to 
the bill in a letter to Senator Wat- 
son, 
republican leader, which was 


given out nt the White House for 
publication today. 
Hoover Criticizes Measures. 


He criticized the measure as "un- 


sound" 'and opposed to the best in- 
terests of the veterans themselves. 
He warned that 
its 
enactment 


would probably necessitate incrcas- 
el taxes if a deficit at the close of 
the next fiscal year is to be avoid- 
ed.

Judge Lyle recalled today 
that there had been much politi- 
cal activity in Forsythe's behalf 
at the time of the latter's trial 
on the gun carrying charge. 


"His (Forsythe's) friends among 


the politicians almost ran me to 
death to vacate the 
sentence," 


Judge Lyle said. 
"I would not 


do it." 
Forsythe, police recalled, was ar- 


rested in a raid on the Moran- 
Aiello gang headquarters last De- 
cember. He was released when he 
•identified himself as an employe 
of the corporation counsel's office. 
Police at the time, in commenting 
on his release, said Forsythe was 
in the place innocently—he was 
sent there. He isn't a hoodlum."

No longer is the window shade 


to be permitted to disturb a room 
with its plain blank stare. The 
newest kind bears a gaily painted 
design. 


If you are one of those fortunate 


souls who do their own designing, 
painted window shades offer joy- 
ous problems. But if you like to 
have your art guided, there are 
transfer patterns 
in 
fascinating 


variety to help you. 


Coated shades will be found most 


satisfactory, as they may be easily 
cleaned and are proof against wind 
and rain. Striking effects can be 
obtained with sealing wax paint or 
with oil paints, if you prefer them. 


Draperies and glass curtains are 


unnecessary with these shades, so 
decorative can they be made. An 
unusual treatment can be achieved 
with a painted beaverboard cornice 
across the top and a cove or ex- 
tension of the cornice down the 
sides. 


For over-curtains, voile, scrim, 


organdie or any transparent 
or 


semi-transparent fabrics in plain 
colors are simple but effective. To 
top off curtains, painted wooden 
poles, a cornice or a valance may 
be used. 


Each room, of course, will have 


its appropriate shade design and 
these shades can make the small- 
est window look important. In the 
entrance hall, on a stairway land- 
ing, In the kitchen or the small 
boudoir, where windows often are 
small, such shades are especially 
welcome.

patients now committed to hospit- 
als and jails with nervous diseases, 
the 300-bed hospital will soon be 
filled with these patients and the 
condition little better than before.

psycho-analysts,

peak of nervous disorders in ex- 
service men will be reached in 1947, 
the speaker declared. 


In conclusion, the speaker urged 


all service officers of Legion Posts 
to prepare applications for htspit- 
alization with care and little time 
would be lost in caring for patients. 
The applications for loans on bonus 
and war insurance are also to be 
prepared correctly and the law on 
such applications should he follow- 
ed closely. Post officials were urg- 
ed to fcdvise men obtaining loans 
on policies to r^pay a portion of 
that loan if possible in order 
to 


have at the end of 20 years the en- 
tire value of the policy. 


Boy Scout Movement. 


James Finch, regional Scout ex- 


ecutive of Texas, New Mexico and 
Oklahoma, with headquarters in 
Dallas, speaking 
of the co-opera- 


tion between the Legion and 
the 


Eoy Scout organization, stated that 
a wonderful work was being ac- 
complished among the young boys 
bj' Scout trocps sponsored by the 
American Legion Posts. 


In the beginning of his remarks, 


the speaker described the organiza- 
tion of the Boy Scout movement in 


the United States, which had head- 
quarters in New York with 12 reg- 
ional offices scattered throughout 
the nation. 
Taking up the five- 


fold purpose of Scouting, the speak- 
er discussed each 
briefly. 
Tht> 


first being attention 
to physical 


needs. One of the most important 
changes in American life is the de- 
velopment into a class of rooters 
who witness athletic contests of all 
kinds, in which a relatively few 
participate, while a multitude look 
on and applaud. 
Scouting reme- 


dies this lack in the life of the boy, 
giving him an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in a!l classes of athletics 
and thus build a strong body. 


The second point emphasized in 


Scouting is general education, 
to 


instill in the hoys the urge to at- 
tend school and thus cut to a mini- 
mum the number dropping out of 
school in their teens. Quoting sta- 
tistics on this point, the speaker 
declared that only one of the 50 
boys in the fourth 
grade would 


ever graduate from college, the re- 
mainder 
falling 
by the wayside 


during the years, through various in- 
terests which gain precedence over 
the desire for further education. 


Vocational Training;. 


Vocational training, 
the third 


need of boyhood, is imperative to 
guide the boy into some occupation 
which he would be interested in and 
fitted for. It would also cminlnate 
the boy reaching manhood with- 
jout the training in citizenship. 


Character, one of the qualities of 


the human being which is caught, 
not taught, was declared to be the 
fourth need which the Boy Scout 
movement is trying to alleviate by 
having upright men act as scout- 
masters from whom the boys would 
sec in life thn principles contained 


I in a strong character and try to 
emulate them. 


The fifth need is that of training 


in citizenship, the speaker statetj, 
and that the Boy Scouts were train- 
ed in this Department in various 
ways. 


In conclusion, Mr. Finch stated 


that America's greatest asset was 
its boyhood and the greatest vehi- 
cle existant was the Boy 
Scout 


movement to prepare them for cit- 
izenship. 


The meeting was adjourned fol- 


lowing Mr. Finch's 
talk until 1 


o'clock where the Legionnaires re- 
assembled at tho Navarro Hotel for 
a banquet and closing business ses- 
sion.

HEARD IN CAMPAIGN 
Fl GOVERNORSHIP 


WELLINGTON MAN G I V E S 
GOVERNMENT IDEAS AND 


ATTACKS 3 CANDIDATES 


State Senator Clint C. Small of 


Wellington, candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination as governor in 
the approaching primaries, spoke 
In the interest of his candidacy be- 
fore a Corsicana audience Friday 
evening at 8:30 o'clock in the dis- 
trict 
courtroom 
of the Navarro 


county courthouse. He was intro- 
duced by Wayne R. Howell, city 
attorney of Corsicana.. 


After spending considerable time 


In the discussion of many of 
the 


problems facing the Texas govern- 
ment at the present time, and voic- 
ing opposition to the re-location of 
the penitentiary system and 
the 


7>roposed state road 
bond issue, 


Senator Small attacked Tom Love, 
Ferguson and Mayfield as profes- 
sional politicians who had been in 
the political picture for too many 
years and were too well known to 
be governor of Texas. He declared 
emphatically that the citizenship 
of Texas was tired of the trio and 
predicted that in the event either 
of the three candidates. Love, Fer- 
guson or Mayfield, were nominated, 
the Republican gubernatorial can- 
didate would in all probability be 
elected in the general election in 
November. He recalled how May- 
field was almost defeated by 
an 


unknown • Republican eight years 
ago, and also how Ferguson had 
difficulty in defeating a Republi- 
can for governor a few years ago. 


Mr. Hov/ell in his Introductory 


remarks, declared that he was sor- 
ry that the people; of Navarro coun- 
ty did not know Senator Small as 
the people of his own section of 
the state know him, or that they 
knew him as well as they do some 
of the other candidates. He said if 
he was known in Navarro county 
for his real worth, he would carry 
the county by a handsome major- 
ity. 


Mr. Howell said all realized the 


turmoil nnd indecision existing in 
Texas politics, and all wanted 
a 


change. 
He said that sentiment 
was not crystalized on any one can- 
didate, but had been crystalized 
against certain of the candidates. 


Senator Small Is the only candi- 
date who resides west of Dallas. 


Gives Early History. 


In the beginning of his address, 


Senator Small outlined his early 
history. He came from Alabama 
with his parents when he was four 
years of age, 39 years ago, and he 
outlined the early adversities and 
hardships 
In the Panhandle 
of 
Texas. He said he had lived there 
and seen all stages of the livestock 
industry; had seen the cotton farm- 
er encroach on the rancher; had 
seen the great wheat raising indus- 
try flourish; development of diver- 
sified farming; great oil develop- 
ment; bringing in one of the larg- 
est gas fields in the country; had 
seen thy West Texas area become 
the cen/er of railroad and pipeline 
buildinf,'; had seen hamlets 
grow 


.into /pgressive cities; and the ed- 
ucational 
institutions 
and good 


road systems constructed. He said 
that he had been accused of befhg 
a sectional candidate, but in the 
event of his election, he would view 
the problems of the black land belt, 
Rio Grande Valley or East Texas 
areas with the same concern 
as 


those of West Texas. He declared 
that with the progress and changes 
made in West 
Texas 
since his 


youth, he was 
equipped to be 


broad-minded and understand the 
problems. 


Turning to the highway question, 


Senator Small declared that he was 
for good roads and that he was an- 
xious for all county seats 
to be 


connected with hard-surfaced roads 
but that he was not in favor of the 
issuance of bonds to pile up mil- 
lions of dollars 10 be spent. 
He 


said the framcrs of tne state con- 
stitution foresaw that there would 
be extravagant officials and 
that 


they put the barrier in the consti- 
tution. 
He voiced strong disap- 


proval to the relieving of this bar- 
rier. 


He said that Texas had 
about 


$37,500,000 annually to be spent on 
highways and that the sum was in- 
creasing Jtcatlily. 


Undergoing Changes. 


"My contention is that $37,500,000 


per year is all that 
three men, 


meting two or three days in 
a 


month, can spend economically," 
he said, and further stressed 
the 


contention that he did not want to 
cause an orgy oC spending that pos- 
terity would have to pay. He said 
that road building was undergoing 
changes all of the time. 


"Once the constitutional harrier 


Is torn down, all 
kinds of stale 


bonds would be submitted nnd.vot- 
ed," Senator Small continued, and 
that there was such a movement 
ready to he launched in Ins event 
the state road bond issue is passed. 


Speaking 
on 
the 
penitentiary 


iiystem, he said that he did not sub- 
scribe to the theory that it was 
necessary to build 
nn industrial 


plant for the penitentiary to cost 
between $5,000,000 nnd $10.000,000. 
He said thnt the penitentiary sys- 
tem had 75,000 acres of land,' some 
of it among the bent in the state. 
He said th;it some of the system 
could be ir.dustrnlizecl for the long- 
termer and thoue who could work 
in industries to make the articles 
needed by the pnniU'iitiaries 
nnd 


other state institutions, while the 
other prisoners 
could be raising 


feedstuffs, food, livestock, etc. Ho 
said that the penitentiary system 
was now in the hands of a capable 
manager whom ho thought would 
bring it out of chaos. 


Opposed to Move. 


"Since an oil fi?kl is encroaching 


upon the state 
farms, 
we have 


heard that the land.s me worthless 
and not fit for a white man to live 
on," Senator Smnll continued, "and 
I am opposed to buying a new site 
and giving awny the present lands." 


Senator Smnll suggested the EI-- 
gregration of the hardened crimi- 
nals from the youthful and short- 
termed prisoners. 


The speaker declared that Texas 


had .suffered 
much 
due to the 


abuse of the pardoning power. He 
said that soms governors hud turn- 
ed the prisoners 
loose 
for little 


cause and for no cause ,-it all, while 
others had turned a deaf ear to all 
pleas for mercy. Htt declared that 
the governor of Texas should havr 
nerve enough to pirdon a man if 
he has a clej'.n record nnd has bocn 
punished for his crime (applause 
greeted the speukerj and

He said the last legis- 
lature raised $20,000,000 in taxes 
and did not raise the t3xes on real 
properties. Ho rapped the speech- 
es of some politicians who are say- 
Ing that they v/ill do a.way with 
the state ad valorem taxes.

said lhat was "political bunk," but 
that the advalorem tax could be re- 
duced by making all resources and 
industries bear their proportionate 
part with the lands and real es- 
tate.
